WASHINGTON'S 


Farewell to liis Army, 


DECEMBER 4, 17S3. 


The Revolution was over. 
The eight 


years' conflict had ceased, and warriors 
were now to separate forever, turning 
their weapons 
into ploughshares and 


their camps into workshops. 
The spec- 


tacle, though a sublime and glorious one, 
was yet attended with sorrowful feelings 
—for alas ! in the remains of that gal- 
lant army of patriot soldiers, now about 
to disband without pay, without support, 
stalked poverty, want and disease—the 
Country had not the means to be grateful. 


T-be details of the condition of many of 


Use ,ui1icers and soldiers at that period, 
according to history and oral tradition, 
w^re melancholy in the extreme. Pos- 
sessing no means of patrimonial inheri- 
tance to fall back upon—thrown out of 
even the perilous support of the soldier, 
at the commencement of winter, and 
hardly fit for any other duty than that of 
the camp—their situation can be as well 
imagined as described. 


A single instance of the situation of 


many of our officers, as related of the 
conduct of Baron Steuben. may not be 
amiss. 
When the main body of the ar- 


my was disbanded at Newburg, and the 
veteran soldiers were bidding a parting 
farewell to each other, Lieut. "Col. CocL- 
ran, an aged soldier of the New Hamp- 
shire line, remarked with tears in his 
eyes, as he shook hands with the Baron: 
- "For myself I could stand it; but ray 
wife and daughters are in the garret o"f 
that wretched tavern, and I have no 
means of removing them."

"Come, come," said the Baron, "don't 


give way thus. 
I will pay my respects* 


to Mrs. Cochran and her daun-hters."

When the good old soldier left^lllem, 


their countenances were warm wiirfj|rat- 
itude, for he had left them all he had. 


In one of the Rhode Island regiments 


were several companies of black troops,

The Baron observ- 


ed one of these wounded negroes on ihe 
wharf, at Newburgh, apparently in great 
distress. 


"What's the matter, brother soldier?'11

The Baron was absent a few moments, 


and returned with a silver dollar which 
he had borrowed. 


"There, it is all I could get—take t." 
The negro received it with joy, hailed

deck took off his hat, and said—- 


"God bless Master Baron." 
These^ are only single illustrations of' 


the condition of the army, at the close of 
the war. Indeed Washington had :his 
in view at the close of his farewell ad- 
dress to the army at Rock Hill in Novem- 
ber, 1733. 


"And being now to conclude, these, his 


last public orders, to take his ultimate | 
leave in a short time of the military caar- > 
aaer. and to bid a final adieu lo the armies ' 


he has long had the honor to command, 
he can only again offer, in their behalf, 
his commendations to their country, and 
his prayer to the God of armies. 


"May ample justice be done them here, 


and may the choicest of Heaven's favors 
both here and hereafter attend those who. 
under divine auspices, have secured in- 
numerable blessings for others. 


"With these wishes, and this benedic- 


tion, the commander-in-chief is about to 
retire from service. 
The curtain of sep- 


aration will soon be drawn, and the mili- 
itary scenes to him will be closed forever!" 


The closing of this "military scene," 


I am about to relate. 


The morning of the 4th of December, 


1783, was a sad and heavy one to the 
remnant of the American army in the ci'y 
of New York. 
The noon of that day 


was to witness the farewell of Washino--

ton—he was to bid adieu to his military 
comrades forever. 
The officers who had 


been with him in the solemn council, the 
privates who had fought and charged in 
A 
v> 
O 


the "heavy fight" under his orders, were 
to hear his commands no longer—the 
manly form and dignified countenance of 
the "great captain," were henceforth to 
live only in their memories. 


As the hour of noon approached, the 


whole garrison, at the request of Wash- 
ington himself, was put in motion and 
marched down Broad street to Francis' 
tavern, his head quarters. 
He" wished 


to take leave of private soldiers alike 
with the officers, and bid them all adieu. 
His favorite light infantry were drawn 
up in the line facing inwards through 
Pearl street, to the fool of White Hall, 
where a barge was in readiness to con- 
vey him to Paulus Hook. 


Within the dining room of the tavern 


were assembled the general and field offi- 
cers to take their farewell. 


Assembled there, were Tinox, Greene, 


Steuben, Gates, Clinton and others, who 
had served with him. faithfully and truly, 
in the "tented field;" but alas! where 
were others who had entered the war 
with him seven years before? 
Their 


bones crumbled in the soil from Canada 
to Georgia. 
Montgomery had yielded 


up his life at Quebec, Wooster at Dan- 
bury, Woodhull was barbarously mur- 
dered whilst a prisoner at the battle of 
Long Island, Mercer fell mortally wound- 
ed at Princeton, the brave and chivalric 
Laurens, after displaying the most heroic 
courage in the trenches at Yorklown, 
died in a trifling skirmish in South Caro- 
lina, and the brave but eccentric Lee was 
no longer living, and Putnam, like a help- 
less child, was stretched upon the bed of 
sickness. 
Indeed, the battle field and 


lime had thinned the ranks which had 
entered with him into the conflict. 


Washington entered the room—the 


hour of separation had come. 
As he 


raised his eye, and glanced on the faces 
assembled, a tear coursed down his check 
and his voice was tremulous as he saluted 
them. 
Nor was he alone—men, 


"Albeit unused to the melting mood,' 
3 


stood round him, whose uplifted hands to 
cover their brows told that the tear which 
they in vain attempted to conceal, be- 
spoke the anguish they could not hide. 


After a moment's conversation, Wash- 


ington called for a glass of wine. It was 
brought him—turning to his officers, he 
thus addressed them : "With a heart full 
of love and gratitude, I now take my 
final leave of you. I most devotedly 
wish your latter days may be as happy 
and prosperous as your former ones have 
been glorious and honorable." lie then 
raised the glass to his lips, drank, and 
added: "I cannot come to each of you 
to take my leave, but shall be obliged to 
you,if each of you take me by the hand." 


Gen. Knox, who stood nearest, burst 


into tears, and advanced—incapable of 
utterance. 
Washington grasped him by 


the hand and embraced him. The offi- 
cers came up successively and took an 
affectionate leave. 
No words were spo- 


ken, but all was the "silent eloquence of 
tears." 
W7hat were mere words at such 


a scene ? 
Nothing. 
Jt was the feeling, 


of the heart—thrilling, though unspoken. 


When the last of the officers had ern-l 


braced him, Washington left the room ! 
followed by his comrades, and passed i 
through the lines of infantry. 
ILs step i 


was slow and measured—ins head uu-; 
covered, and tears flowing thick and fast' 
as he looked from side to side at the vet-| 
crans to whom he now bid adieu forever. 
Shortly an event occurred more touching 
than all the rest. 
A gigantic soldier, 


who had stood by his aide at Trenton, 
stepped forth from the ranks., and c.xten-1 
ded his hand :

"Farewell, my beloved general, fare-1 


well !"

Washington grasped his hand in con-j 


valsive emotion m both his. All discip-j 
line was now at an end. the officers could 
not restrain the men, as they rushed for- 
ward lo take Washington by the hand, 
and the sobs and tears of the soldiers _ 
told how deeply engraven upon their af-j 
fections was the love of their commander, j 


At length, Washington reached the | 


barge at White Hall, and entered it. 
At j 


the first stroke of the oar, he rose, and' 
turning to the companions of his glory, | 
by waving his hat, bade them a silent' 
adieu; their answer was only in tears ;i 
officers and men, with glistening eyes, i 
watched ihe receding bout till ihe form of i 


their noble commander was lost in the 
distanee. 


Contrast the farewell of Washington to 


his army at White Hall, in 17S3, and the 
adieu of Napoleon to his army at Fon- 
tainbleau, inlSU! The one had ac- 
complished every wish of his heart; his 
noble exertions had achieved the inde- 
pendence of his country, and he longed 
to retire to the bosom of his home—his 
ambition was satisfied. 
He fought for 


no crown or sceptre, but for equality and 
the mutual happiness of his fellow beings. 
No taint of tyranny, no breath of slander, 
no whisper of duplicity, marred the fair 
proportions of his public or private life 
—but 


-He was a man. take him for ail in all— 
We ne'er shall look upon his like again." 
The other great soldier was the disci- 


ple of selfish ambition. He raised the 
iron weapon of war to crush only that he 
might rule. 
What to him were'the cries 


of widows and orphans ? 
He passed lo 


a throne by making the dead bodies of 
their protectors his stepping stones.— 
Ambition, self, were the gods of his idol- 
atry.and to them he sacrificed hecatombs 
of his fellow-men for personal glory.— 
Enthusiasm points wiih fearful wonder 
to the name of Napoleon, whilst justice, 
benevolence,freedom, and all the concomi- 
itants which constitute the true happiness 
of man, shed almost a divine halo round 
the name and character of WASHINGTON*.

about 90 strong each.

separate Battalion of four mounted com- 
panies, under command ot Lieut. Col. 


- Wellack. 
These'tnounted men are va- 


riously armed, the greater number with 
the rifle and sabre, and some with mus- 


, , kets alone. 
They were all armed and 


jjff equipped after they came here, and were 


'__ drilled by the Q. S. officers, as their own 
" officers were for the most part as green 


as the men in all military matters. 
But 


thc truth is, that the whole Militia system 
—and the Volunteering system is only 
another modification of the same—is a 
greater farce in war than it is in peace, 


. because of the serious interests involved 


in the former. 
What could be expected 


from thousands of raw troops, officers 
and men equally raw, in active warfare 
with disciplined troops in an open field I 
Disorder, panic, and defeal inevitable.— 
When mc-n will not obey their officers 
farther than they please, and when offi- 
cers know not how to command, and are 
not disposed to enforce discipline and obe- 
dience, nothing but disorder and disgrace 
can result. 


it was only yesterday, in passing by a 


group of volunteers silling on their hor- 
ses at the suttler's store-door, calling for 
the last glass of beer, thai one of their 
officers, after trying iu vain to get them 
under way, finally started for his own 
horse, calling on his gentlemen, (the or- 
dinary manner of addressing their men 
assumed by volunteer officers,) to come 
on. 
"Welljistgo ahead," says one of 


these gentlemen, "and we'll be after you 
when ready." 


To us in the Army, who are accus- 


tomed to see orders every where obeyed 
with the utmost alacrity and promptitude, 
such proceeding, such a perfect farce in 
military affairs, is in the highest degree 
ludicrous and contemptible. 


When the First Regiment were leav- 


ing, one of the officers, high in command, 
after coaxing the gentlemen a long time 
to use more dispatch and hurry along, 


^ used some sharp and threatening lan- 


guage, when one of the "Boys'1 "flared 
up, and told him to go to h—1, d- 
him at the same time, and telling him, 
"we elected you, and but for us you 
would be in the ranks." 


The Volunteers were sorely disap- 


pointed when they arrived here. 
Many 


of them were young men of the first fam- 
ilies in Missouri, from which all the vol- 
unters at this post came—young men 
too, who had plenty of slaves at homu to 
wait upon them always. 
When ihey 


came here, Ihey had not only to attend 
to their own horses and cook their own 
food, but were commanded to work in 
loading wagons, &c. and breaking wild 
mules for the wagons. 
Just think of 


setting young gentlemen at such work, 
especially breaking mules—a harder and 
more disagreeable work than any thing 
you can conceive of. 
Had these orders 


came from their own officers little if any 
thing would have been done, but they 
were the duties assigned them by the 
officers of the garrison, and had to be 
obeyed. 
True, some did refuse, but 


they were speedily marched to the guard- 
house, and a few examples were suffi- 
cient. It was astonishing to see with 
what cheerfulness young men, who never 
worked an hour in their lives, would go 
lo it, and work like grubbers ; and as a 
general thing, those who murmured and 
grumbled the most about the work and 
the provisions, were those who labored 
nil their lives, and fared poorly at that.
